Not many years ago the Dkaf- 
Mlitkh' Journal, of New York, 
made a special effort to ascertain 
the number of deaths in a given lime 
resulting from the deaf walking on 
the railroad. The record was kept 
up for some length of time,- several 
months, at least, — and it Was found 
there was in the whole country an 
average of about one death per 
week, if we are not mistaken. The 
effect of publishing the record seems 
to have DiM good, for after a time 
the number of fatalities began to 
decrease. Possibly the supply of 
r<<cklesn ones of that generation had 
given out. There have liecn a 
sufficient number of similar "ac- 
cidents" since then, but they have 
been less numerous. 

Are we approaching a parted 
when a new crop of track-walkers 
is to be harvested ? It would seem 
so, for right here in Michigan there" 
have been three eases in about as 
many weeks — two, and possibly all 
of them, being fatal. 

The first case was that of Morgan 
Ingraham, who was killed early in 
July while walking along the K. A 
P. M. at some pines west of Mid- 
land. Curiously enough, he was 
killed near the spot where his deaf 
brother met death in a similar way 
a year or two ago. We do not 
know who Ingraham was; certainly 
there is no such name in the record 
book of our school. 

Qeutga A. Silver furnished the 

second case. He was an honest, 
hard working man, employed on 
the Crapo farm, aliout ten miles 
west of Flint. The farm is a large 
one, consisting of over a thousand 
acres, much of it along the Urnnd 
Trunk road, hi going from one 
part to another, the workmen 
probably often use the railroad 
track to save time and distance. 
This is what Silvers seems to have 
I n doing when going to his work 

on the morning of July LSth. Not 

being able to hear the warning 
whistle of an approaching loeonio 
tivc, he was struck and instantly 
killed. He was a pupil in our 
school over thirty years ago, when 
Mr. Kay was the Principal. He left 
a hearing wife and three young 
children. Many of our pupils saw 
him last April, when he visited the 
school with his wife and one of their 

children. 

The following dispatch tells all 

we have heard of the third case, 
which mav or nuiy not have proved 
fatal:

It should be noted that Mr. ftol- 

land was CrOtfing the tracks when 

struck, consequently, he was less to 

blame than if he had been walking 
along the road. He was simply 
run /c.s.v, as is often the ease when 
one is obliged to cross the track 
frequently. Holland became a 
pnpi I of our school before the war 
an<l we think he graduated in 1,884, 
at the close of Mr. hangs' first year 
as Principal. He was then a young 
man of jMiwerful build and graceful 
manners. He became n stone cut 
tor and we once heard he was an 
expert hand at carving epitaphs on 
lnonument.s. We have heard but 
little of him during recent j 
but understand he was married. 
We hope his life is saved and that 
he has received no |M>rm«nenl in 
juries. 

The moral of what we have writ 
ten may lie given very briefly. 

1. Deaf-mutes should nmr 
Stand on or walk along the railroad. 

2. When it In necessary to cross 
the track, they should always lx> 
alert and look both ways. H.
